TEWKSBURY/WILMING- 
TON:— As 2016 comes to a 
clese, both towns can look 
back- with pride on events 
and recognition measures 
for their military veterans. 
There were ceremonies on 
special holidays and addi- 
tional local recognition.

The towns’ 2016 Memorial 
Day ceremonies marked 150 
years of honoring military 
heroes lost in war. Wil- 
mington’s ceremony includ- 
ed featured guest speaker 
Arthur McDonald. In 2003, 
he lost his son, Lance Cor- 
poral Gregory E. MacDon- 
ald. Corporal MacDonald, 
4th Light Armored Recon- 
naissance Battalion, was 
killed in Iraq. His father 
moved the audience with a 
message of strength, cour- 
age, service, and sacrifice. 


Dennis Francis, Navy Viet- 
nam veteran and Vice Chair 
of the Tewksbury School 
Committee, brought the 
same emotions and a simi- 
lar message to the Tewks- 
bury townspeople at their 
Memorial Day event. Fran- 
cis served in the Navy from 
1970 to 1975. He was as- 
signed in Okinawa at the 
Hanza Naval Communica- 
tions Center. Eventually he 
deployed to the Gulf of Ton- 
kin in Vietnam. Francis 
served on four aircraft car- 
riers, three destroyers, and 
several cruisers. 

Both towns held traditional 
Veterans Day ceremonies on 
Nov. 11. At Wilmington’s cer- 
emony, Veterans Services 
Officer Lou Cimaglia for- 
mally announced the town 
had been designated a Pur- 
ple Heart Community. The

New Boston Street Bridge will face public hearing Feb. 1

WOBURN — The New Bos- 
ton Street Bridge project is 
in:the news again as the 
year 2017 begins. 

The bridge connects North 
Woburn to Wilmington off 
New Boston Street in North 
Woburn. 

The New Boston Street 
Bridge was a vital cut- 
through bridge connecting 
Woburn and Wilmington for 
decades before being de- 
clared unsafe in the late 
1970s after a fire. And since 
then, several proposals have 
come forward, including one 
several years ago, to restore 
the bridge. 

In recent days, the Mass. 
Dept. of Transportation — 
Highway Division announ- 
ced a public hearing in 
Woburn’s City Hall at 7 p.m. 
to further discuss its status. 

The purpose of the hear- 
ing, DOT officials said, is to 
provide the public with the 
opportunity to become fully 
acquainted with the propos- 
al of the “New Boston Street 
Bridge Replacement proj- 
ects.” 

All views and comments 
made at the hearing, they 
said, will be reviewed and 
“considered to the maxi- 
mum extent possible.” 

The proposal is to address 
the bridge over the MBTA 
railroad’s industrial area 
near the Anderson Regional 
Transportation Center. 

The project, they say, will 
restore and improve a vital 
connection lost when a previ- 
ous bridge at this location was 
removed many years ago. 

The new roadway will con- 
sist of two, 11-foot lanes with 
a, 5-foot shoulder/bike lane 
and provide full ADA acces- 

‘sible 5.5 foot sidewalks in 

each direction in accor- 
dance with applicable de- 
sign guidelines. 

Also, the DOT officials 
point out, the new roadway 
will also be designed to ac- 
commodate a new, future 
access to the Anderson RTC 
from New Boston Street. 

The project, they point out, 
can get involved while try- 
ing to secure a right of way. 
Acquisitions in fee and per- 
manent or temporary ease-

ed for a reconstruction project. 


ments may be required. 
Also, they point out, the city 
of Woburn is responsible for 
acquiring all needed rights 
in private or public lands. 

The role played by Mass. 
DOT’s_ policy concerning 
land acquisition will be dis- 
cussed at this hearing. 

In addition, Mass. DOT is 
encouraging public officials 
and members of the public 
to share their views with 
them prior to the meeting. 
The written views will be 
shared with everyone but 
must be sent five days prior 
to the Feb. 1 public hearing. 

At the present time, Mass. 
DOT notes they will have a 
display one half-hour before 
the hearing begins with an 
engineer in attendance to 
answer questions regarding 
the project. A project hand- 
out will also be made avail- 
able at the MassDOT web- 
site (check the Mass DOT 
website for details). How- 
ever, Mass DOT encourages 
individuals with concerns to 
contact them as soon as pos- 
sible to allow for remedia- 
tion of different ideas.

Long history... 


There had always been a 
bridge there, ever since the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad 
was built 180-plus years ago. 

The bridge was a second- 
ary link between Wilming- 
ton and Woburn, linking two 
industrial areas. Subsequent 
development has changed 
the patterns of travel in the 
area. 

The B&L was one of the 
earliest railroads in the 
United States. That railroad 
line became part of the 
Boston & Maine, and is now 
part of the MBTA system. It 
is believed to be the oldest 
rail line still in operation in 
the U.S. 

At the time the railroad 
was built in the early 1830s, 
the trustees opted to have 
bridges built to avoid grade- 
crossing accidents. And for 
more than a century, the 
bridges held up, carrying 
horses and wagons safely 
over the tracks. Then as 
auto traffic increased both 


in speed and volume, the old 
bridges became hazardous. 
They simply were not de- 
signed to carry 20th Century 
traffic and could not carry 
the weight of large trucks. 

The ownership of the 
bridges was long a point of 
contention. The town roads 
ran up to each side of the 
railroad. right-of-way, but 
the railroad owned the 
bridges. Then in the 1950s, 
the railroad fell into finan- 
cial distress. The Boston & 
Maine Railroad approached 
the towns, seeking to have 
them take over the bridges. 
Eventually, the responsibili- 
ty was taken over by the 
Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. 

All the old railroad bridges 
in Wilmington have been 
replaced, although one, the 
Butters Row bridge, remains 
a one-lane bridge with a 
wooden deck. Another, the 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge, is 
open only to foot traffic. 
New bridges are in place at 
Eames Street, Burlington 
Avenue, Route 129, Lake 
Street and Nichols Street. 

The New Boston Street 
Bridge was in North Wo- 
burn, about 100 yards south 


of the Tabby Cat Food plant. 
Crossing its hump-backed 
arc was not recommended 
for the faint of heart. If a 
person met a vehicle coming 
the other way, one or the 
other had to back down the 
hill and around a curve! 
Really! 

Such a situation still exists 
at the Butters Row bridge 
today, but not as bad as 
existed at the New Boston 
Street bridge. The Butters 
Row bridge is also well 
known to Woburn motorists 
who use the “back way” into 
Wilmington from Winter 
Street (the old Mill Pond/ 
Burlington Reservoir area). 

On occasion, the New Bos- 
ton Street Bridge would be 
closed for replacement of 
the wooden deck. For years, 
the state studied it. State 
Rep. Fred Cain was working 
on a proposal to replace it in 
the early 1970s. Then in 1977, 
it was closed for good. Fred 
Cain died in May 1977. 

After the bridge closed, it 
became a political football. 
Residents of the Woburn 
Street area in south or east 
Wilmington did not want the 
bridge reopened. They felt 
that it would allow people

WILMINGTON — A call came in to 
the Wilmington Public Safety 
Building at 10:41 Saturday morning 
of a kids bike on the ice near the 
Fishing Pier and open water nearby. 

The Wilmington Fire Department 
deployed the Ice Rescue Team with 
scuba gear and an ice sled that is 
able to slide on the ice and remain 
buoyant in open water. The team 
searched in a circumference of 30 
feet of water and ice ranging in 
depths from two feet to 10. 

The WFD also had Matt Trembley in 
scuba gear using an underwater cam- 
era. 

Visibility underwater was approxi- 
mately 15 feet. At this time of year 
the ice thickness will vary. Just two 
inches of ice was on Silver Lake at 


that spot near the Fishing Pier, , _. ? 

WFD Chief McClellan wants to 
make sure everyone is aware that the-; 
ice is not safe for anyone this time of 
year. Two inches of ice will not she 
port a young person. 

Silver Lake is a Kettle Pond, esta 
low, sediment filled body of water 
formed by retreating glacial or*flood 
waters and at the deepest part of. the 
lake near Route 38 the depths ‘can 
reach 30 feet. - 

The State Police Diving Team was 
called in but was not needed. It was 
reported that a photo was taken of the 
bike and posted on Facebook even ear- 
lier that morning but no call was 
received until hours later according to 
Chief McClellan. If you see something 
say something, it could help save.a life. 
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George Spanos, the Mayor of Wilmington.

Wilmington has never had 
a city form of government, 
but 60 years ago, the town 
did have a mayor, in an hon- 
orary sense. “The Mayor” 
was George Spanos, who 
used to run a restaurant in 
Wilmington Square, next to 
the dépot. 

There have been many 
wonderful, kind, generous 
people: in town, and “The 
Mayor” would certainly top 
the ist. 

George Spanos was born in 
the city of Salonika, Greece 
in 1889. His father was a trad- 
er _who dealt in all kinds of 
things; like cattle and wool. 
He was elected an alderman 
in- 1907. George and his broth- 
ers,, Samuel, Thomas and 
William loved fishing and 
hunting, like all other boys. 

One day, the four of them 
were playing ball, and 
George noticed a man watch- 
ing them from a large black 
buggy. On seeing George’s 
interest, the man asked if 
would like to go for a ride. 
Georgé was overwhelmed 
with, joy and asked if his 
brothers could go along, too. 
The answer was yes. 

After: riding for some time, 
George asked how they would 
get ‘Home. The man smiled 
and'said, “You are now cap- 
tives of the Bulgarian rebels.” 

After® the boys had been 
imprisoned for 14 days, their 
captors told George to sign a 
letter, asking his father for 
ransom. Fearing for his life 
and* ‘those of his brothers, he 
signed: it. 

Later in the evening came 
news that the rebels had won 
a ‘victory in the hills. The 
Bulgarian morale was high 
and’ liquor flowed freely, 
until the rebels paid no at- 
tention to their prisoners. 
George saw the opportunity 
for’ escape. At 2 a.m., the 
boys crept from the prison, 
cohcdaled by darkness. 

“{ ‘never ran so fast in my 
lifé,” ‘Said George. “I knew 
thé *terrain from previous 
hunting trips, and we made 
the ‘35° mile trip home in 
record*time.” 

As time passed, the revolu- 
tion'closed, and George went 
on living in Salonika until he 
turned 21. His father had ad- 
vised him to make some- 
thing of his life. George de- 
cided to go to America, an 
ideal place to start. 

George arrived here in 1911 
and took a job as a cook in 
the Hotel Dreyfus in Boston, 
where he stayed until 1916. 

Then one day, George met 
some people of Irish heritage. 
The first one was Susan 
Cragin, and she lived in 
Wilmington. Her uncle was 
Jim Kelley, the town clerk. 
Susan lived with Mr. and Mrs. 


Kelley, and cared for the lat- 
ter, who was not well. George 
became a frequent visitor. 

On June 4, 1916, George and 
Susan were married. The best 
man was Joe McMahon of 
Wilmington. The couple rent- 
ed an apartment in “The 
Block,” the former Adams 
Pump Factory. It later be- 
came the American Legion 
Hall. 

The couple bought some 
land from Jim Kelley on 
Glen Road and hired Ches- 
ter Horton to build a house. 
George was working at New 
England Manufaturing Co. 
in Woburn, and later at-the 
Boston and Maine Railroad 
shops in North Billerica. 

The greatest day in 
George’s life came on June 
23, 1917. George went to the 
Federal Building in Boston 
to become a United States 
citizen. He had gone the day 
before, only to answer one 
question improperly. 

Crestfallen, he went home 
and looked over the materi- 
als he had been studying. 
One key phrase stood out: 
“Know your Congress. Know 
your representative.” So he 
called Rep. John Jacob 
Rogers of Lowell. 

Rogers wasted no time. He 
met George at the Federal 
Building at 9 o’clock the 
next morning, and they went 
to see Judge Dillon, to re- 
view the record of George’s 
examination. The justice 
noted that George had mis- 
sed on one question pertain- 
ing to the origin of the Civil 
War. George had said it was 
caused by ignorance. 

Speaking in Greek, the 
judge asked George what he 
meant by that answer. 
George responded, also in 
Greek, that the North and 
the South failed to under- 
stand each other, and if that 
wasn’t ignorance, he didn’t 
know what was. 

George walked out an Am- 
erican citizen. 

In 1922, Susan Spanos wan- 
ted to move to New Hamp- 
shire, to be near her folks, 
who were ill. It was to be a 
temporary arrangement, 
but they didn’t return to 
Wilmington until 1937. By 
the time they returned, Su- 
san had become ill. 

George opened a small 
restaurant next to the Com- 
mon, opposite the Swain 
School, which was then 
Wilmington High School. 
Youngsters would come to 
his restaurant, not just for 
the blue plate special or the 
latest tunes in the jukebox, 
but also to talk with George. 
He would listen to them with 
interest and understanding. 

In 1941, he moved his res- 
taurant to Wilmington 
Square, into a building that 
had been “the other” Buck 
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A On the day that George's Restaurant lose in n 1956, a very ea Gants spanbs was sur- 
rounded by kids who all got free ice cream that day. 


Bros. grocery store. 
George’s young friends were 
going off to war, and the 
restaurant was their last 
stop before leaving and the 
first stop when they re- 
turned. Everyone who came 
into the restaurant in uni- 
form was treated like royal- 
ty. George kept pictures of 
the servicemen and women, 
and found a spot on the wall 
for each one. Those photo- 
graphs are now kept by the 
Wilmington Historical Com- 
mission. 

How did the servicemen re- 
pay him? They would bring 
him sugar, flour, cigarettes 
and many other supplies for 
the restaurant. War-time 
rationing made many such 
items hard to find. But those 
gifts never stayed in the 
restaurant — you could find 
bits of those goods in nearly 
every house in town. 

George’s Restaurant was 
advertised in many foreign 
lands. George would receive 
pictures of servicemen, in 
France, in North Africa, or 
Guadalcanal with a sign, 
“George’s Restaurant, Wil- 


mington, Mass. ---- Miles” 
with an arrow pointing the 
way. 


There is a picture of Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor presenting 
George with the flag that 
hung in his office. Gen. 
Taylor said that George had 
the only independent U.S.O. 
in the United States. 

Though not a _ veteran, 
George was made an hon- 
orary member of the Nee- 
Ellsworth post of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
with a citation of merit from 
the Military Order of the

Cooties. General Douglas 
MacArthur was the first per- 
son to be honored with this 
award, and George was the 
second. George adopted that 
name for his softball team, 
which he called the Cooties. 

For Memorial Day, George 
would set up a set of 30 cross- 
es and one Star of David in 
an alcove in the restaurant, 
each with the name of a 
serviceman killed in the war. 

The Korean War brought a 
new generation of service- 
men through the doors of 
George’s Restaurant, and 
they received the same 
warm treatment as the sol- 
diers of World War II. 

The restaurant was also a 
favorite stop for many note- 
worthy dignitaries, includ- 
ing Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers, whose late 
husband had assisted 
George with his citizenship. 

Judge James Henchey, 
long a judge in the Woburn 
District Court, told of ques- 
tioning a young man who 
had broken into practically 
every business in Wil- 
mington Square — except 
George’s Restaurant. “Why 
not George’s?” the judge 
asked. The answer was that 
George was the only human 
being in America. 

In the 1950s, Wilmington 
had a very active skating 
club, and George became 
the most loyal fan of the 
Wilmington skaters. The 
Boston Daily Record used to 
sponsor a competition, the 
Silver Skates, in Boston 
Garden each year.

chief meets with White House, public 


health agencies to dicuss Data Driven Justice initiative 


CHELMSFORD — Local 
and county law enforcement 
officials recently gathered at 
the Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice Training Academy to 
discuss efforts to enhance 
data collection and utiliza- 
tion in efforts to decrease 
inearceration rates for those 
suffering from mental health 
and substance use disorders. 

The meeting, hosted by 
Sheriff Peter J. Koutoujian, 
ineluded representatives of 
the 21 Middlesex County po- 
lice departments who joined 
the Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice in signing on to the 
White House-led Data-Driven 
Justice (DDJ) Initiative ear- 
lier this fall. The initiative, 
which is being taken over by 
the National Association of 
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Counties (NACo), focuses on 
breaking the cycle of incar- 
ceration for those suffering 
from mental illness and sub- 
stance use disorders. 

Nationwide, 64 percent of 
people in local jails suffer 
from mental illness, while 68 
percent have a substance 
use disorder. 

“These are not issues we 
can arrest or incarcerate our 
way out of,” said Sheriff Kou- 
toujian. “Law enforcement 
agencies in Middlesex County 
are working hard to divert 
appropriate individuals away 
from the justice system and 
towards treatment. Through 
this initiative we hope to bet- 
ter utilize not just law 
enforcement data, but also 
health care data, to enhance 


those efforts and create bet- 
ter outcomes for those suffer- 
ing from mental illness and 
substance use disorders.” 
“Despite organizational 
philosophical changes, best 
efforts, additional training, 
the application of best known 
and available practices that 
include strong partnerships 
with all the local treatment 
programs/providers, the 
courts, correctional facili- 
ties, the District Attorney’s 
Office, and area nonprofit 
organizations the current 
mental health and opioid cri- 
sis continues to intensify,” 
said Tewksbury Police Chief 
Timothy Sheehan. “We rec- 
ognize that participation in 
programs/partnerships such 
as the White House-led Data 


Driven Justice Initiative will 
only increase our chances of 
stymieing the progress of 
these diseases that bring 
families and communities to 
their knees. We look forward 
to the outcome of the work 
we are doing with this pro- 
gressive group to develop 
best practices, training, and 
solutions.” 

Joining law enforcement 
for the meeting were Lynn 
Overmann and Kelly Jin 
from the White House of 
Office of Science and Tech- 
nology Policy, both of whom 
will be joining the Arnold 
Foundation, where they will 
continue work on the initia- 
tive.

prefer a real tree, there are sev- 
eral creative options for how to 
handle the Tannenbaum in a 
more eco-friendly way. 

The Towns of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington offer curbside tree 
pickup in January as a way to 
dispose of Christmas trees. If you 
have the room, leaving the tree 
in your yard to act as a shelter 
for birds is good for the environ- 
ment and good for ecology. 
Peanut butter smeared on rice 
cakes, cranberries strung on 
dental floss or popcorn garlands 
provide food for the birds. 

The branches of your evergreen 


can be cut off and used for deco- 
rations. Boughs make dramatic 
statements upright in containers, 
or can be laid on dormant plant- 
ing beds as an additional layer of 
mulch. As the branches dry out, 
they can be crunched up or 
mulched to be added to your 
compost. 

According to the National 
Christmas Tree Association, 
recycled Christmas trees have 
been used for animal enrich- 
ment at zoos around the coun- 
try, providing stimulation as an 
item of interest. Animals claim 
a tree as their own and sniff and 


explore a tree left in their habi- 
tat sometimes with a safe, fun 
toy tucked in the branches. 

Trees have also been submerged 
in creeks to form Coho salmon 
habitats, protecting spawning fish 
from predators. In Tennessee, 
mulched Christmas trees are 
used to line jogging and hiking 
paths. They are preferred be- 
cause they provide a soft bed 
underfoot and don’t contain the 
seeds of any invasive species. 

Of course, a nice option for a 
real tree is also to purchase a 
live tree with a root ball, then 
plant it after the holidays have 


passed. While it is not recom- 
mended to have the live tree 
indoors for longer than a week, 
the years and years of enjoy- 
ment you will have after the fact 
will more than compensate. 

A tree with a root ball, or a 
container tree, will achieve all 
the ends and provide a wind 
screen, some shade and enhance 
your yard, all while adding oxy- 
gen to the environment and giv- 
ing small animals and birds 
shelter. Whichever route you 
choose, please do recycle your 
tree responsibly and move it on 
to another useful life.

bury began the year with 
one of the most contentious 
chapters in recent town his- 
tory, as the town was grip- 
ped by a massive debate 
over whether or not to re- 
place the “Redmen” mascot 
from the public schools. 

Drawing national atten- 
tion, the debate ranged from 
open forums to intense on- 
line arguments. Ultimately, 
then-Superintendent John 
O’Connor recommended: to 
the school committee that 
the mascot be changed, but 
the committee voted 4-1 to 
keep Redmen as the mascot 
and logo for Tewksbury. 

If Tewksbury was divided 
early in the year, it united in 
May to mourn the shocking 
death of Officer Ron Taren- 
tino, a TMHS graduated 
killed in the line of duty as a 
police officer in Auburn. 
Tarentino was widely be- 
loved both in Tewksbury and 
in the communities he 
served as a law officer, and 
his death united areas 
throughout the state in 
shared grief and community. 

O’Connor managed to pull 
off one final victory before 
his retirement at the end of 
the 2016 school year.

duty of shoveling snow. 

In recent years, the town’s 
residents have become bet- 
ter prepared for large snow 
storms due to their frequen- 
cy. Woods recommends fol- 
lowing these steps for the 
least amount of shoveling 
work. 

During a snow storm that 
requires plows to make their 
rounds throughout the town, 
it’s best to wait until the 
storm has subsided to begin 
to shovel. Shoveling the end 
of the driveway in the middle 
of the storm will call for a 
second round of shoveling 
once the storm ends. The 
plow will push more snow 
onto the driveway as it pass- 
es, and will require more 


work than necessary. 

To save an extra round of 
shoveling, put the snow at 
the end of the driveway 
towards the right-hand side: 
When the plows come by, it 
will get pushed into the side- 
walk where the sidewalk 
plow will take care of the 
snow. As always, leave the 
sidewalks to the sidewalk 
plow, and do not park on the 
streets during any weather 
event. 

Though there are many 
ways to stay safe this winter; 
these safety tips are a good 
place to begin. Hopefully 
this winter does not over- 
produce snowfall, but if it 
does, Wilmington will be pre- 
pared. Following these steps 
will provide for a safe and
